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Prince Edward Island is the Cradle of Canadian Con- 
federation. In Charlottetown in 1864 the first meeting 
was held to discuss the union of Canada. The Confedera- 
tion Chamber, where the delegates met, is well worth a 
visit because of the historical role it played in the birth 
of Canada. 

The Island in the Gulf of St. Lawrence was 
discovered by Jacques Cartier 
in 1534. The Indians 
called it Abegweit, 
meaning “The 
Home Cradled 
on the Waves.” 
The French 
called it 
Isle St. Jean 
and in 
1799 the 
English re- 
named it Prince 
Edward Island 
in honor of Prince 
Edward, Duke of Kent. 

Geographically, Prince 
Edward Island is the small- 
est of the ten Canadian prov- 
inces. It is 140 miles long and 
from four to forty miles wide. Its 
coastline is very irregular with deep inlets 
and tidal streams which almost divide it in places. 
Its area is 2,184 square miles. The highest point above 
sea level is only 500 feet. 

Nature has done much for this little province by the 
sea. It is blessed by one of the most temperate climates 
in North America, with no extremes of heat or cold; no 
droughts or floods. Island summers are noted for their 
long, warm, sunny days and cool, refreshing evenings. 

Its temperate climate and rich, red loam soil have com- 
bined to make Prince Edward Island one of the most 
abundant agricultural areas in Canada. This ‘Million 
Acre Farm” grows the finest seed potatoes in the world. 
Its dairy products are at a premium on discriminating 
markets because of their quality; its livestock consistently 
wins top prizes at Canadian exhibitions. The Island’s 
reputation as Canada’s Garden Province has been truly 
established. Fishing is the second ranking industry. It is 
also the birthplace of the silver fox industry. 
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Population of the Island, according to the latest census, 
is 107,000 made up of descendants of English, Irish, 
Scotch and French pioneers. Charlottetown, the capital 
of the province, is the only city on Prince Edward Island 
and its population is 18,318. Summerside with a popula- 
tion of 8,611 is the largest town. 

Some of North America’s finest beaches rim the shores 
of the Island province—particularly those along the North 
Shore where the National Park is located. The saltwater 
along Island beaches is much warmer than at most places 
on the Atlantic seaboard. The summer water temperature 
averages 70 degrees. 

Main highways are paved on the Island and they wind 
among some of the most beautiful landscapes to 

be found in Canada. The visitor will see 

various shades of green fields, 

winding brooks 

where trout 

abound, pic- 
turesque 
little vil- 
lages and 
many places of 
historical interest. 

Harness horse rac- 
ing is the most pop- 

ular summertime en- 
tertainment in 

Prince Edward Is- 

land. Racing is held 

both in daytime and 

at the Charlottetown Dri- 

ving Park at night. Races are 
run off under floodlights. 

Green Gables 18-hole golf course at Cavendish in the 
National Park is one of the best in Canada. There are also 
fine golf links in Charlottetown and Summerside as well 
as several smaller ones at privately-owned summer resorts. 

Only nine miles separates the Island from the neighbor- 
ing province of New Brunswick by carferry route between 
Borden, the province’s main terminal, and Cape Tormen- 
tine on the mainland side. The carferry Abegweit is the 
largest of her type in the world and jis a luxuriously- 
appointed craft. Two other ferries are also operated to 
give a speedier service during spring, summer and fall. 
Two other ferries operate from the eastern part of the 
province between Wood Islands and Caribou, Nova Scotia.
